WE resume our subject with the doings of the county of Kent, 
famous as the 17 abiding place ”» of good, genial, old Alfred W ynn, to 
whose memory, by the hye, we are right glad to see a memorial is 
about being raised. Kent’ cricket has not been very topping for 
Several years past, and it must be admitted that last year t a. were 
even less successful than on any former Occasion 3 but, notwithstand- 
Ing this, it cannot be denied ‘that the county is composed of some 
stunning stuff, and we do not doubt their team will one day cause 
great sensation, and right glad shall we be to chronicle it. The 
ollowing are details of Kent's nine county matches, from which it 
Will be seen that they lost six and won three:

THE ILLUSTRATED SPORTING NEWS. 


Kent against Yorkshire was the first on'the list, played at Sheffield 
on the 2nd, 3rd, and 4th of June, and the racing shire gave the hop 
county a quilting two-innings defeat. Kent's cleven were—Bennett, 
Fryer, Edgar Wilsher, Goodhew, Baker, Hopkinson, Martin, Mr. 
Biron, Mr. Kelson, and two colts, Theobald and Elcome. The toss 
was won by the “out” county, who were in and out again for 60 
runs, the bowling of Hodson and Slinn playing the very deuce with 
them. Yorkshire made 82, and Kent followed with a clipping innings | 
of 133, Bennett and Wilsher being top-scorers with 51 and 21 re- 
spectively. The 112 runs left the home county to “ knock off ” were 
scored in good style, and they won the match with two wickets to 
fall. 

We next find Kent engaged with Cambridgeshire on the 13th and 
14th of June, at Brompton. The weather was unpropitious, and the 
bowling of Tarrant, favoured by the deadness of the ground, sent the 
Kentshiremen to the rightabout in “double quick.” The figures at 
the close were—Kent 73 and 51; Cambridge 118 and 8, with one 
wicket down, So it will be seen the former again suffered defeat by 
nine. wickets, The chief scorers were-—Fryer (a very pretty’ bat), 
Wilsher, and Mr, Kelson, who all did capital service, but not suffi- 
cient to reverse the tide of fortune. 

The third match played by Kent was with Surrey, at Canterbury, 
on the 3rd and 4th of June, and the hop county were again doomed 
to defeat, with eight wickets to spare. The ground was heavy in 
consequence of rain, but notwithstanding this the attendance was 
both great and classical. Kent’s first innings reached 83, and their 
second only 48, Caffyn, with his “dodgers,” cutting them up wonder- 
fully, Fryer, as usual, played two merry innings of 27 and 18, but none 
of his mates could get ito “ doubles,” except Goodhew, who made 11 
and 18 over, not out, : 

Nothing daunted by their three defeats, Kent, in their next match 

with Sussex), went, in with a determination to win, and win they 

id, gloriously, with ten wickets to spare. It was played at Brighton, 
on the 26th and 27th of June, and was capitally attended. Sussex 
first took to the willow, but Wells rolled the ball in with such force 
and precision that their score only reached 101, which Kent headed 
by eight runs, and affairs appeared very even—the spectators laying it 
down to be a very tight match. Not so, however; such are the un- 
certainties of cricket that the whole of the Sussex wickets fell in the 
second innings for 42 runs, which only left. the Kentites 37 to get to 
win the match, and this they accomplished without the loss of a 
wicket, thus scoring the first victory in 1862... The chief Kent scorers 
were Goodhew,.Fryer, Baker, Bennett, and. Wilsher. 

The fifth match played by Kent was with All England, when of 
course they suffered an easy defeat. It came off at Lord’s, on the 
30th of June and the Ist of July, and although not so numerously 
and fashionably attended as these matches were wont to be, there was 
still a very gratifying company present, chiefly of the old school—of 
the Sir Vincent Cotton type. England, as if thinking they had one 
of Kent’s old eleven’s to play against, took a tremendously strong 
team into the field, who rattled up the runs to 204, while the hop 
county only made 181 in both innings; thereby suffering a fourth 
defeat. ‘This defeat was, however, no disgrace to the Kent eleven, 
who played very eréditably ; for we can'safely affirm that therd was 
not another team in England able to compete successfully with their 
antagonists. Baker, Fryer, Mr. Pepys, Mr. W.S. Norton, Mr. Traill, 
and Goodhew were the chief scorers, and Wilsher, Sewell, and Baker 
did most execution with the ball. 

The 14th, 16th, and 16th of July, at the Oval, witnessed the return 
match between Kent and Surrey, when the former were again 
defeated—this time by five wickets: Kent went in first, and scored a 
topping innings of 195, while the Surrey team were all floored for 
133, the odds consequently being all on the side of the hop shire. In 
their ‘next “little go,” however, Tom Lockyer was put on with his 
“stows,” and fearful havoc among the Kent wickets be made, putting 
thern all hors de combat for 70 runs. The layers of odds on this began 
to look chopfallen, but still they were buoyed up with the hope that 
against such bowling as that of Wilsher, Wells, and Baker, the Surrey 
eleven would find it impossible to run off the 133 which were left 
them to do, But good bowling is of no earthly use if not backed up 
with good ‘fielding, and this not being the case with the Keut 
fielders, the Surrey team knocked off the whole of the 133 runs, with 
five wickets to fall; thus snatching, as it feat to us, a match out 
of the fire. Wilsher, Fryer, Mr. Norton, Bennett, Mr, Traill, Mr. 
Kelson, and Martin were top-scorers, and Baker, Bennett, and Wilsher 
top-bowlers. Slee % 
The seventh match played by Kent was the return with the racing 
shire, and it turned out as brilliant and Close as any of the season.

stance of the men having been backed freely by the gentleman- | 


division. Tyson bailed from Jesse Hatton’s, the Champion Stores, 
Homer-street, Paddington, while Conolly was brought out under 
the auspices of Nat Langham, of The Mitre, St. Martin's Lane. 
The lads, although they never fought before in public, have yet 
signalised themselves by some smart reckoning in the sparring schools 
and were thus deemed to be of sufficient promise to be pitted against 
each other by the Corinthians in the roped arena. As the object on the 
pe of the gentlemen was to keep the matter quite select, a somewhat 
heavy tariff and a long journey was determined upon. The start was 
taken from London Bridge, and a sixty mile ride by the chemiu 
defer brought usto within a few miles of the memorable field of 
Farnborough, where Tom Sayers and Heenan, the Benicia Boy, per- 
formed.” Several policemen being on the alert, a move was made 
some distance across country, but even: then.a. hark. back was 
arranged, aud the ring was pitched near the spot where Ike Baker 
and: Young Broome fought some short ‘time “sinve, when the verdict 
went unexpectedly for the last-named combatant.

It was quite apparent that the men 
were in good rude health, and when their nobs were trimmed, 
showed well up in form, although their style, as may be naturally 
imagined, for mere novices, lacked artistical science. Tyson was 
unquestionably the favourite at 5 and 6 to 4. We should judge 
that the lads were as near upon a par in regard to weight—nine 
stoners—as possible.

Tear PRIZE RING.

The 
evidence of police-constable Yardley having been given, proving that Mr. 
Roberta was present at the fight with his watch in his hand, and that Mr. 
Collinson was close behind ond-of the partiés near the ring, Mr. Chattock 
asked Mr, Robinson jf he was prapared with the report of a case justifying the 

resence of reporters at & prize-Aght, as stated by Mr, Roberts at the former 
ate ‘and for which the case was adjourned’? “Mr. Robinson admitted that 
he had” no such’ report, and explained that Mr. Roberts having heard such 
a. decision ‘by another bench. of magistrates at King’s, Heath, near 
Birmingham, . he, in his ignorance of the law, had assumed that 
such decision would have the same effect as if it had been given by the 
judges in Westminster Hall. Mr, Robinson said that there had been & case, 
however, some few years ago, where a tenant of the Honourable Mr, Adderley 
was present at a prize-fight; and being charged by that gentleman to assist in 

reserving the peace, he declined to do so, and was afterwards, with others, 
indicted at the assizes, at Coventry, “for aiding and assisting" at the fight. 
Mt. Justice Maule ruled that his mere presence at the fight was insufficient to 
sustain the indictment, and directed an acquittal. Mr. Robinson also stated 
that he believed there was a case connected with the Hunt riots in 1816 or 
1819, where it was held by the judges that reporters of the public press were 
justified in attending in that capacity Mlegal meetings. Ho then proceeded to 
argue the point, and said that, in the so-called international fight, ‘* the levia- 
than of the press,” the Zimes, had sent down an eminent literary gentleman to 
witness the fight, and furnish a report, which was afterwards published, to the 
extent of some’ columns, in that paper, and for whic the reporter 
received “a° very: handsome sum. © Mr,. Chattock here . interposed: the 
remark that such reporter would no doubt be liable to answer the charge. 
Mr. Robinson replied that if such were the case, and it was really a breach 
of the peace for a reporter to bo present at a fight, then, as the 
inciting any porsons to commit a breach of the peace was an offence at com- 
mon jaw, the proprietors of newspapers who directed and. paid.their officers 
(the reporters) to attend must also be goilt of an offence and punishable. He 
thon further stated that the fact of Mr. Roberts having his watch in his band 
was not to be construed (as alleged) to his being “timekeepor,” but because it 
was part of his duty as reporter to take correctly the length of time the men 
were engaged in each round of the fight. -He then urged that although he was 
not there to defend the morality, or logality of such exhibitions, yot prize, | 
fighters 18 a body, were well-known to be mon without any education, and 
could not be assumed to have such a knowledge of the law as those above them 
of the ‘upper ten thousand,” and that the upper class at times not only petted 
aud encouraged them, but aided and assisted them with moneys for the pur- 
pose, of getting up such exhibitions for their amusement and so-called 
sport, and that not only law makers, but law dispensers, legislators, 
and magistrates had been known to attend such meetings with impuniy, 
and it was therefore nothing but just that when “ the smaller fry,” 
as in this case, were dragged within the meshes of the law for the same 
offence, that he should urge the magistrates to require the strictest proof that 
the offence had been completed before they attempted to convict, more es- 
pacially as the Act of Parliament under which the charge was made waa one 
of a penal natura, and it was a well-known rule of the judges, that such acts

the 28th of December, 1824. This battle was decided at a place called 
The Gullet, near to Potter's Pury, about five miles distant from Stoney 
Stratford. Round 27 and last.—The die was cast, and Sampson once 
more doomed to suffer defeat. He could scarcely toddle to the mark, 
although supported by his seconds, A flush hit on Phil.’s mouth put 
an end to the contest; and he fell, quite done up. When time was 
called, Sampson could not attend to it; and Ward threw up his hat, 
as a token of victory. The battle occupied 88 minutes, wanting 10 
seconds. Ward put on his clothes as deliberately as if he had not 
been fighting. 

By the above victory the Black Diamond proved himself a brilliant 
of the first water; not merely on account of his milling superiority 
over the Birmingham man, but he likewise restored himself to the con- 
fidence of his backers. Jem proved himself a first-rate miller: he got 
over the ground with as much ease as aswell dragsman ; he also 
avoided getting into trouble, and paid his opponent for looking 
after him with cheque upon cheque till he closed the account. 
Samson had not the slightest chance to win after the first 
six rounds; but all that a brave man could attempt to turn 
the battle in his favour, Phil strained every point to do Ward 
had not only the best of the “ont,” but likewise of the in-fighting ; 
and the fibbing of the Black Diamond was one of the best ‘ bits of 
good truth” ever witnessed. In a word, fora big one, the Black 
Diamond was one of the best boxers upon the list. The backers of 
Sampson flattered themselves that the heavy hitting of Phil might 
have reduced the science of Ward, added to a report that he preferred 
giving blows than to receive punishment. Sampson had always the 
worst of it in close quarters. Ward was a difficult man to be got at; 
and he was so good upon his legs that he was a troublesome and ugly 
customer. 

The above conquest placed Ward high in the stirrups, and produced 
the great challenge, for one thousand pounds, to Tom Cannon. 

Ward felt highly delighted when the match was made between him 
and Cannon for £500 a side. This memorable battle was fought on 
Tuesday, July 19, 1825, at The Stanks estate (Mr. Edwards’s), con- 
tiguous to the town of Warwick. 

ard, accompanied by his trainer, Crouch, and Metcalf, the cele- 
brated runner, arrived, on the previous Saturday evening, at a small 
village called Chard, within two miles of Leamington, out of the main 
road, as a place of security and also cf retirement; but on Sunday it 
got wind, and hundreds of country people not only filled, but sur- 
rounded the house, to get a peep at Ward. However, in order not to 
wound the feelings of the clergyman, whose residence and church 
were near to Ward, he retired early in the evening, and took up his 
quarters at the Hare and Hounds, Warwick. On Sunday evening, 
Cannon, Cribb, and Clark, accompanied by Mr. Hayne, in his barouche, 
arrived at the Regent Hotel, at Leamington, where he stopped during 
Cannon’s mill with Hudson; but the landlord, we suppose from 
motives of delicacy to his inmates (some high personages in the 
church), politely refused him accommodation; Mr. Copps, of the 
Royal Hotel, was equally under the necessity of refusing Mr. 
Hayne, from the same cause. The latter gentleman immediately 
pursued his route to Warwick, where he dined at the Swan Hotel, and 
was waited upon by some of the tip-top swells of the borough, after 
which he finally took his dab at Stratford-upon-Avon, Cannon 
accompanying him. In the course of the darkey, lots of the fighting- 
men arrived, amongst whom were recognised Richmond, Randall, 
O’Neal, Sampson, Scroggins, Crawley, Holt, Josh Hudson, Gas, 
White-headed Bob, Young Sam, Oliver, Barney Aaron, Arthur 
Matthewson, &c., on the look-out for wagons. The town of Warwick 
exhibited a lively appearance by the continual rrrival ef the fancy. 

The place selected for the mill gave satisfaction to every person who 
visited the spot of ground; in fact, nothing could be more convenient 
for the purpose — not even the pit of the Italian Opera House, boarded 
over, would have been preferable. It was a large enclosed spot of 
rround, formerly used as a worsted factory, and surrounded by three 

uildings, one of which had sixty windows, and four stories in height. 
Every window was capable of accommodating twelve persons with the 
greatest comfort and ease. Plenty of room also for wagons to be 
placed round the stage, and likewise for the mob, who do not mind 
the rude conflicts of the ring. The stage was built—the seats were 

repared at each window, and al] the sashes were taken out accord- 
ingly, that every facility might be given to the spectators to witness 
the mill without the slightest impediment whatever. 

Ward was decidedly the favourite at 5 and 6 to 4, for large stakes, 

both in London and Warwick ; indeed, as is usual upon these occasions 
a report had gone abroad that it was to bea }4, and Cannon was to lose 
it. Mr, Hayne also publicly declared, the night before the battle, that he 
had received several anonymous letters to the above effect; but his 
confidence remained so strong on Cannon, that Tom was nothing else 
but an honest man, he would back him for a heavy stake, which Mr. 
Hayne did. without the least. hesitation, This manly declaration 
restored: perfect confidence to the betting, and the odds to a great 
amount were taken by the partisans of Cannon: 
Warwick filled rapidly during the morning with vehicles of every 
description, loaded inside and out, from Worcester, Cheltenham, Bir- 
mingham, Gloucester, Northampton, &c., till the time arrived to start 
for the scene of action. Some of the milling coves planted themselves 
at the gate of Mr, Edwards's field, and took toll according to circum- 
stances, .The wagons round the ring were soon filled at three and 
five shillings each person; and outside of the wagons, barouches, 
stages, post-chaises, &c., were placed. It was a capital situation for 
a mill, a kind of amphitheatre on one side, and every person could 
witness the battle with the. most perfect ease. Previous to the 
appearance of the men on the stage, the heat was so oppressive as 
to operate like a sort of delirium on the brain; several persons were 
affected in so strange a way, nay, so seriously, as not to be able to 
describe the alarming sensations they felt. We have no doubt, if 
the degrees of heat could have been accurately ascertained upon the 
ground by a thermometer, 130, or near it, would have been the 
statement. Such a day was never before experienced in England. 
The expenses incurred for building the two stages, seats for the 
factory, with incidental and unavoidable charges, amounted to £70, 
In consequeace of the removal of the place of fighting, the men 
were deprived of those sources, which otherwise would have repaid 
them amply, after deducting the expenses. Mr. Hayne, Pierce Egan, 
Mr. Dowling, and Mr. Collins (a gentleman resident in the town of 
Warwick, to whose exertions the men were much indebted, and 
whose polite and liberal attention several of the fancy will long 
remember with kindness) went round, cap in hand, to all the persons 
in the wagons, explaining the reason of the subscription. 

Previous to the commencement of the fight, Randall and Oliver, and 
Spring and Cribb, on the behalf of the combatants, examined the 
stage to see that “all was right,” as did several amateurs interested 
in the match. Langan was also recognised by the crowd, and a 
plauded; Brown, the conqueror of Shelton, was likewise present, and 
Spring requested him to ascend the stage, but his modesty, or bash- 
fulness would not let him make himself so conspicuous, Brown 
however, was a great object of attraction amongst the 
willing on the ground, and also in the town of Warwick 

Cannon arrived in Mr. Hayne’s carria 
he was sheltered by a shrubbery near the spot till the time arrived for 
him to ascend the stage. Ward made his appearance on the ground 
and was received with loud cheers when he mounted the platform. 
Ward had on a large straw hat, like those worn by the West Indian 
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JEM WARD. 
Tars fine old boxer was first introduced to th ae 
“Black Diamond of the Kast,” and afterwards became gen a 
England, The parents of Jem, like those of Jack Randall ot i 
O'Neal, were of Irish extraction ; and the warm-hearted boys atone 
Emerald Isle, resident in London, hailed him, on his fire Wee Tom's 
in'the Prize Ring, as their hero, and stuck to him like g ph bleed 
daddy, Nathaniel Ward, left Ireland to better his apie and opene 
a butcher's shop in the neighbourhood of Ratcliffe ligh wa. aid nc 
ously inhabited, at that period, by Irishmen. It is fit etn otee 
want for the patronage of his countrymen ; but, owing seh itesiereder 
of a kind and feeling heart, not letting “ the hungry go empty BW OY) 
vote the shop soon proved to be “no go! 
and also giving too much trust, Pe 
and Old was compelled to close his shutters, and to seek. a 
iveli i his heavy family in the laborious capacity 
livelihood for himself and hi bg : 
of a ballast-heaver onthe river Thames. Jem, the eldest of seven kids, 
was born on the 26th of December, 1800; and, during his boyhood, 
Young Ward soon distinguished himself by the use of his mauleys 
and his pins: uniting the qualities of a boxer and wrestler. He wasa 
ion amongst his associates ; and even lads of a greater 
complete :champ , } Ape 
age and strength readily acknowledged his superiority. Jem was so 
great an admirer of the art of self-defence, that most of his leisure 
time when from school was occupied in sparring and wrestling. At 
the age of sixteen, Jem followed the occupation of a ballast-heaver, 
under the eye of his father: this employment, NS extremely labo- 
rious, nevertheless increased our hero's strength, and he soon obtained 
the appellation of a fine-grown young man. At Bromley New Town 
a friend! sparring club had been ‘established ; and Jem was soon the 
“hero of the tale” amongst its members. Here he took the shine out 
of the “young and the old,” and he was always ready to accommodate 
either the big or little blades with a taste of his quality. It was now 
determined by his sporting friends that he should quit his rehearsals 
and obscurity, and “try his luck ” before the public. In numerous 
turn-ups, Jem convinced the spectators that he was nothing else but a 
good one. The first introduction of Jem to the amateurs was at the 
pastes Sutton and Gybletts, at the Fives’-court on Tuesday, Jan, 
a ] 4 . 

“The principal ANY, ef the day was the introduction of a new 
Black Diamond: and although a little bit in the rough, yet now and 
then some parts of his shining qualities so far peeped out, that several 
persons asked, Who he was? Where did he come from? Is hea 
novice? Has he done any thing? ‘His name is Ward,’ said a by- 
stander: ‘He is from the East end; and he is a rum one for a turn-up 
on the stones: he has put the quilt upon all those persons who have 
been opposed to him; but what he can do in the Prize Ring is another 
matter. However, Ward,’ said he, ‘can be backed against anything 
of his weight (12 stone) excepting the Gas.’ Ward was pitted with 
Spencer; and, like all new ones, he displayed more strength than 
coolness, and more milling than science. Ward received good en- 
couragement from the amateurs. His nob was considered a fighting 
one,” 

The merits of the Black Diamond were discussed throughout the 
fancy, and a subscription purse was collected, in order to put his 
milling capabilities to the test. Dick Acton, considered a good man, 
and who had recently defeated Kendrick, a strong fellow of colour, was 
the opponent selected for Ward. On Wednesday, June 12, 1822, this 
battle. was decided upon Moulsey Hurst. Josh Hudson and Tom 
Jones were the seconds for Ward; and Spring and Eales waited upon 
Acton. Ward won in six rounds, Time—fourteen minutes and a 
half. The science, activity, and quick hitting exhibited by Ward, 
satisfied his backers, that, witha little more experience, he was 
calculated to make a noise in the milling world. Acton was too slow 
for his opponent. Ward, who. was anxious to obtain work without 
delay, challenged Jack Martin for £150, 

In order to keep the amateurs together, after Josh Hudson had de- 
feated Barlow, at Harpenden Common, on Taesday, September 10, 
1822, a subscription purse. was. entered into, to give Ward another 
opportunity of displaying his knowledge of boxing, with Burke, of 

oolwich, brother to the pugilist who fought with Jack Randall. The 
Woolwich hero was ebcadd by Tom Oliver and Abbot; and Ward was 
looked after by Tom Shelton and Harry Holt. The fight was over in 
seven minutes; in fact, it was rather a display of wrestling than 
milling. Burke had not the slightest chance whatever: he was thrown 
upon his neck, and was not able to answer the call of “time!” but 
nevertheless, he soon recovered from the effects of the accident. Jem, 
by this victory, napped the stuff without any trouble. 

After some meetings between the parties connected with the mill, 
as to the weight of Ward, a match was made, for £50 a-side, between 
our heroand Bill Abbot (the conqueror of Oliver), at Moulsey Hurst, 
on Tuesday, October 22, 1822, An unusual degree of interest had been 
excited throughout the fancy, respecting the event of this battle, in 
consequence of the superior milling talents displayed by Ward in his 
fight. with Acton, and also in his various exhibitions at the Fives’- court, 
but more particularly in his set-to with Cy Davis. At one o'clock Abbot 
threw his hat into the ring, followed by Richmond and Josh Hudson 
as hig seconds; and, in a few minutes afterwards, Ward, attended by 
Fales and Tom Jones, made his appearance. The fight lasted 22 
rounds, whew Ward lost, but it was adjudged to be a wrong battle, 

At length an opportunity offered itself, which tended to soften the 
asperity of the fancy towards Ward. After the fight between Hall and 

ynnes, at Wimbledon Common, on Tuesday, Feb, 4, 1823, he entered 

the ring for a subscription purse of the trfling-value of £5, His 
opponent. was a high-couraged countryman, and called White-headed 
Bob; but the yokel, as he was termed, was not quite a novice, having 
taken a few lessons from Acton. Ward wasseconded by Halton and 
Belasco ; and the countryman by Carter and Abbot. This was a prime 
battle, and Ward showed off his milling talents in great style; and, 
although his superior tactics enabled him to finish the rounds almost 
as he pleased, yet the countryman proved himself as good a bit of stuff 
as ever pecled. Ward received some heavy blows on the body, and also 
one on the neck ; but the nob of the yokel was completely transformed— 
hot the apace of atizzy escaped punishment. Bob would not give in, 
he was so completely game ; but his seconds insisted he should cut it, 
as he had not a shadow of chance. Twenty rounds—19 minutes. The 
judges pronounced Ward the best twelve stone man in the ring. 
__ var, in order to improve his success, as well as to reinstate himself 
in the good stone of the amateurs, under the kind assistance of Mr. 
Turner, of the Mulberry ‘Tree, Commercial Road, inserted three 
challenges to any twelve or thirteen stone man in England. There 
was no response, He beat Rickens of Bath, Jonnson of Bristol, and 
then ventured to show himself in the metropolis with a better grace 
than when he left it; accordingly, at the Fives’-court, in September, 
he informed the amateurs that a nobleman would back him against 
Josh Hudson for £100 a-side, The match was made, to take place at 
Moulsey Jiurst. Ward’s peace was now considered to have been made 
with the fancy in general, who were anxious to witness the tine fighting 
of our herv, opposed to one of the highest-couraged boxers upon the 
list: but, unfortunately for Ward, on November 11, 1823, in the course 
of fifteen rounds, occupying 35 minutes, he was compelled to strike his 
colours to the out-and-out Josh Hudson, 

The friends of Ward did not desert him on his defeat by Hudson, 

ut radily came forward to back him against i hilip Sampson, for 
£100 a-side; This battle was decided at Colnbrook, seventeen miles 
from Loudon, ou Monday, June 21, 1824 (after Baruey Aaron and 
Arthur Matthewson had left the Ring). Sampson was seconded by 
Avy Belaseoand Harmer: and Ward by Tom Owen and Tom Oliver, 
The ouds were in favour of Ward, 5 to 4 In the twenty-fifth round 
Sampson gave in, after fighting fifty minutes, It was delightful to 
witness the tactics displayed by Ward. He is a natural, and, perhaps, 
it may not be too much to term him a finished fighter. He certainly 
reminds us of the late Jem Belcher, and has some fine points about 
him, Ward's obtaining & Conquest over so skilful a boxer, and so 
hard a hitter, a8 Sampson, wag saying a great deal for him. 

Ward was agreeably surprised by Sampson’s soliciting a second con- 
test, A match was made in consequence, to take place on Tuesday, 
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ge about half-past twelve, and

Round 10th, and last—When time was called, Cribb and Spring 
brought Cannon to the mark, but the fight was all out of him. 
Ward soon finished his opponent by two facers, when he went down 
like a log of wood. His seconds picked him up, but Cannon was 


\insensible ; and, upon the Bargeman’s not, answering to time, Jem» 


jumped for joy, ran and secured the colours, tied them round his 
neck, and put on his straw topper. Before he left the stage, he 
went and shook the hand of Cannon; but the latter knew nothing 
about it. A grey prad was in waiting to receive Ward on his descend: 
ing from the stage, and he was taken out of the ring in triumph, 
amidst loud shouts of joy. It was nearly an hour before Cannon, 
could be removed from the stage, although bled and every humane, 
attention paid to him. He was ina state of stupor when placed in 
Mr. Hayne’s carriage, and remained so for a considerable time after he 
arrived at the Swan Hotel, in Warwick; here Cannon was 8180 
visited by an eminent surgeon from the metropolis, and Mr. Hayne - 
did not leave his bedside till Cannon became perfectly sensible. 

Thus, in the short space of ten minutes, the above tremendovs , 
bargeman was deprived of his laurels, to the great astonishment of the , 
Fancy in general; but to none more so than to Cannon himself, whe. 
declared, on the return of his senses, that it appeared more like ® 
dream to him than anything else; and he coal not picture to bis 
mind that he had been fighting at all, On the morning after the 
battle, he again observed, “I can only attribute my defeat to the heat 
of the weather.” Tom, when questioned by several amateurs on the 
subject, said, “ I am totally at a loss to account for the circumstance i 
I am not punished, and ! have only two blows visible upon my face. 
Ward was without the slightest -cratch whatever; indeed he was & 
first-rate pugilist. He stopped Cannon with the ntmost ease, and 
imputations of his being deficient in game were now removed from . 
his character. The intense heat of the weather might have had & 
greater influence upon the body of Cannon than Ward; but, in the: 
opinion of the Fancy in general, Ward could always win the battle ; 
whenever he might be placed in opposition to Cannon. But it wat 
not likely, by comparison, that the weather could have had so great a 
influence on the frame of Cannon as upon the body of Ward, when 
is recollected that Cannon, in his occupation as a bargeman, mus? 
have been far more exposed to the elements during his life than Ward- 
In the first round of the battle the two blows which were heavily” 
planted on the left eye and throat of Cannon tended to stupify him, 
and he did not recover from their severity throughout the fight. , 

Fives’-courr.—Harry Holt took his benefit at this place on Fridayy 
July 22. ‘The sets-to were numerous and spirited, and the company 
appeared highly gratified by the exertions of the various boxers 
Ward ascended the stage, amidst loud approbation, followed by Harty 
Holt, who, in a neat, appropriate chaff, introduced the belt, which wa5 
immediately put round the body of Ward by Oliver.} 

The belt consisted of the blue and crimson colours worn at the late 
fight, bound all round with the skin of a tiger. The clasp, or buckle, 
was made of highly-polished stecl, encircled with emblematical design 
and in the middle of the clasp was a heart, worked with gold, om 
which was engraved the following inscription:—* This Belt was pre: 
sented to James Ward, at the Fives’-court, St. Martin’s-stzeet, Leices+ 
ter-fields, on the 22nd of July, in commemoration of his scientific and 
manly conquest of Thomas Cannon, at Stanfield Park, Warwick, on the 
19th of July, 1825. ‘This battle, at the present time, entitles himto 
the high and distinguished appellation of the British Champion.” 

Seventeen months had elapsed, notwithstanding all his challenge? 
and industry to get a job, before Ward met with a customer in the 
person of Peter Crawley, during which bgt Jem was viewed as the 
champion of England. The backers of Ward having consented. be 
should fight for £100 a side, a match was made between them; and 
on ‘Tuesday, January 2, 1827, the battle was decided upon Roystor: 
Heath, Cambridgeshire. In twenty-six minutes, occupying chevert 
rounds, the title of champion changed over to Peter Crawley. The: 
backers of ‘Ward were'so satisfied with his brave conduct, although: 
in defeat, that at Holt’s benefit, two days after the fight, at the Tenpiti 
Court, they offered to make another match for £1,000. Peter, how 
ever, refused, and said he would not fight any more, and left tha 
championship open to those boxers who wished to fight for it.
